About I'J o'clock, midnight, 
Sheritl' Garrett enteied tlie room of one 
Pete I\rax\vell, .i liULje stoekowuer, re- 
siding at tlic ;inil su|i|io.seil it.i have 
a knowledge dI the fugilive'.s e.xacl 
whereabouts tiurrett had not been in 
the room over '10 iiiinute.s, when the 
" Kid " entered in his .stocking feel, 
knife in hainl, o.stensibly for the jjur- 
|io.se of buy ii'.g some ineat. He iuimo- 
diately observeil (Inrrett i roiiching at 
the head of a bed, and aKking Maxwell 
what that wa.-*, drew his revolver, ifax- 
well made no nn.swer, but proceeded to 
crawl toward the foot of the bed. Had 
he an.swered, giving d'arrett his name, 
Billy would have killed him at once, ns 
he is :i (lead >liii! I'.illN moved .sli;.'hl 
ly, getting into tin- inooiJiglit ihcii 
.shining in at a rough window, ( iarretl, 
recognizing him iired, the liall iia.s.sing 
through his head, lie fell backwards, 
his knife in one Iminl and revolver in 
the other, (lurrett, thinking him not 
dead, fired again, l)iit missed hitii. Had 
his first .shot fuiletl he would have beon 
riddled with liullets, ibo " KUi ' I- 
known to have been terribly desperaio 
and verv accurate in aim when in elos.- 
quarters. His death is hailed with 
great joy throughout this section, us lu- 
had swo'rn that he wouhl kill .s'-vi-ihI 
prominent citizens, and hail already 
slain 1 or 16 men.

The cavalcade us ii, tiled iiilo the gar- 
rison attracted uiuch attenlioii.

railioatis and telegraphs beyond the

The man 
was put in tho dock. It %yas hIiowii iliat 
ho had dogged C'reagh during llu^ night. 
Ilia ownership of the gun was cstab 
litihed and the finger blown oil by the 
explosion was produced, ami shown lo 
be the Qnger missing from the prisoner's 
band. The jury acquitted him without 
leaving iho box. Cases almost us bare 
faced are now occurring, particularly al 
the assizes in Connaught and Mun.sier 
and it is understood that the judges 
will make a unanimous report in favor 
of stringent amnndmeiits to the jury 
laws.
